iy leaders ot the movement, in which

Reno and Cha]mers said they would 
not jeopardize unarmed farmers in in- 
cidents such as occurred early Wed-

shrouded in silence and his name was 
never mentioned in public. 

In 1927 Torrigiani was convicted 
of political interference and sentenced 
to five years in prison on the Lipari 
islands off Sicily. The next year, 
brother Masons helped him escape 
from a dungeon in the night, and 
fled, presumably to Corsica 

Two years later Mussolini sus- 
pended the charges against the man 
whom all fassicts regarded as the 
Duce'’s greatest personal enemy, and 
permitted him to return to Italy to 
spend his declining days. Torrigiani 
was blind when he came home. 

At the height of the trouble that 
led up to Torrigiani’s conviction, the 
mysterious secrecy of Masonic hos- 
tility so exasperated the fascists that

became visible through a thin spot in 
the clouds so that the time of contact 
between the sun and the moon was 
sharply observed. 

The predicted time of contact for 
the Island Pond station was 3 hours 
26 minutes 8 seconds afternoon, east- 
ern standard time. It was actually 
observed at 3 hours 26 minutes 18 
seconds—10 seconds fate. 

The end was predicted at 3 hours 
27 minutes 47 seconds. It was ob- 
served at 3 hours 27 minutes 50 sec- 
onds. 

The predicted duration of 99 sec- 
onds for totality was therefore ob- 
served as 92 seconds.

TO STOP COTTON DUMPING. 

The proposed advance by the 
Reconstruction Finance Corporation 
of $50,000,000 to the Cotton Stabil- 
ization Corporation organized by 
the federal farm board and to gov- 
ernment-sponsored ¢co-operatives in 
order that the stocks of cotton now 
being held by these organizations 
may be withheld from the market 
until next year, will, if it mate- 
rializes, assure the sale of this year’s 
crop at profitable prices. 

The rise in quotations during the 
past ten days, despite the dumping 
of government-held cotton, gives 
further assurance that the days of 
6-cent cotton are over. If a stop is 
put to this dumping through the 
agreement of the finance corpora- 
tion to advance $25 a bale on 2,000,- 
000 bales there can be little doubt 
of further rises. 

The present price of cotton will 
go far toward putting the farmers 
of the south back on their feet. In 
all probability this is the cheapest 
crop ever raised, large savings hav- 
ing been effected by reductions in 
the amount of fertilizer used, in the 
cost of labor and in ginning charges. 

Ten or 12-cent cotton is as profit- 
able to the grower today as 20-cent 
cotton was in the boom years, be- 
cause he has largely cut his cost of

The death of State Pension Com- 
J. Hunt removes 
from the ranks of state officials one 
of the few remaining Confederate 
veterans, and an officeholder of 
distinction and unimpeachable in- 
tegrity. 

Judge Hunt’s life was largely de- 
voted to the service of the people. 
He enlisted in the Confederate army 
at an early age, fighting in the Vir- 
ginia campaigns under the leader- 
ship of General Lee. A few years 


after the war he was elected ordi- 


nary of Spalding county and sub- 
sequently served as a member of 
the legislature, as solicitor-general 
of his circuit and as superior court 
judge. 

Despite his advanced age his 
service of more than a year as pen- 
sion commissioner was marked by 
close attention to the duties of the 
office and by a vigorous champion- 
ship of the cause of the remaining 
veterans and their widows. 

Judge Hunt’s life work was 
marked by constructive citizenship 
and faithful and efficient public 
service. His death brings a fur- 
ther thinning of the ranks of the 
leaders who played so vital a part 
in bringing Georgia out of the dark 
days of reconstruction. 


AIR- ACTIVITY INCREASES. 

What with the successful termi- 
nation of the Cord cup race, one 
wing of which passed through At- 
lanta, at the national air races in 
Cleveland, and a new orgy of trans- 
oceanic flights, there seems to be 
a recrudescence of flying activi- 
ties by individuals.

‘BANANA PEEL’ CASE 
UPHELD IN DECISION 
OF APPEALS COURT 


An interesting point of law was de- 
cided Thursday by the court of ap 
peals in setting aside a verdict of 
$6,000 in the case of Atlanta & West 
Point railroad vs. Hyde. This judg- 
ment was obtained in the city court 
of Newnan, for loss of a leg, cut off 
by a train when Hyde slipped on a 
banana peel while proceeding in dark- 
ness along the walkway of the sta- 
tion. In ruling that the court erred 
in not dismissing the petition for fail- 
ure to set forth a cause of action, the 
court of appeals clarified the posi- 
tion and duties of the railroad to- 
ward one entering railroad premises 
for purposes extraneous to the busi- 
ness of the company. 

“Where a person enters upon the 
premises of a railroad company to 
meet a passing.train in order to see 
‘a party’ he had been informéd would 
be a passenger thereon, for the pur- 
pose of trying to procure through that 
person employment with a corpora- 
tion in which the railroad company 
was in nowise interested or con- 
cerned, the presence of the person 
so entering upon the premises is pure- 
ly fo®™his own benefit and interest, 
and not for the interest or benefit. of 
the railroad company, and he ig a 
mere licensee and not an invitee,” the 
ruling stated. 

The attorneys for the railroad com- 
pany were Howell, Heyman & Boid- 
ing and Allen Post, prominent local 
attorneys, and Judge W. G. Post, of 
Newnan.

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HAMPERING, NOT HELPING. 

Recent reaction in the price of 
cotton based upon short-crop ad- 
vices and increased mill orders are 
cited in communications, appearing 
elsewhere on this page, by Robert 
A. Smythe and J. Hope Tigner, as 
illustrating the futility of the effort 
of the farm board to “stabilize” 
prices by steps contrary to the law 
of supply and demand, 

From its inception the board has 
blundered inexcusably, and almost 
fatally to the farmer, but no action 
it has taken has been as unwise and 
unsound as the attempt to corner 
the market through the accumula- 
tion of vast stores of cotton and 
wheat. 

Brazil had attempted to ‘“‘stabi- 
lize’ her coffee in the same way, at 
the expense of many millions of 
dollars, only’ to see prices drop. 
Japan tried the same thing with her 
silk, with the same. result. But 
the farm board, with a half billion 
dollars. of tax money at its dis- 
posal, stubbornly refused to heed 
these warnings, and proceeded to 
fill huge warehouses to overflow- 
ing with stocks of farm products 
while prices tobogganed downward. 

Then the board made matters 
worse by beginning a systematic 
dumping of both wheat and cotton 
—and prices further declined. Only 
the immutable law of supply and 
demand, reacting on the médrket 
upon the news of short crops and 
increased orders, have brought 
prices up from the lowest point 
since the war. 

Now the board, continuing its 
record of doing more harm than 
good, is holding up acceptance of 
$50,000,000 advances on cotton by 
the Reconstruction Finance Corpo- 
ration because they are conditioned 
upon a discontinuance of the dump- 
ing which has been going on at the 
board’s direction. 

No better stimulant to economic 
conditions generally could be found 
than the assurance that the cotton 
held by the farm board and its co-

operatives would be withheld from | 


the market until mext vear.  Fur- 
ther price increases would immedi- 
ately result and the buying power 
of the south would be increased 
upwards of a billion dollars. The 
greater part of this huge sum would 
almost immediately find its 
into commercial and 
channels. 

It is inconceivable that the 
board, despite its record of inef- 
ficiency and inconsistency, will now 
put stumbling blocks in the way of 
a step which will be of so direct 
and widespread benefit.

Cotton and wheat marketing sys- 
tems, the result of meny years of 
experience, have been practically de- 
Stroyed by the activities of the fed- 
eral farm board. Railway systems 
have been hard hit by government 
aid, amounting practically to sub- 
Sidies, to waterways transportation. 
And in many other ways federal 
funds have been put to work in com- 
petition to existing business enter- 
prises. | : 

Congressman Cox’s statement is 
Significant because he is a2 member 
of the congréssional committee 
charged with investigating govern- 
ment competition with private busi- 
ness. That committee has been ac- 
tively at work for several months, 
and now Representative Cox states 
his belief that the case against the 
government “has been proven.” 


THE ST. LAWRENCE WATERWAY. 

Representative Lamneck, of 
Ohio, holds that if the proposed 
St. Lawrence waterway is com- 
pleted “the chief seaport of the 
United States would be moved from 
New York to Montreal.” 

He feels that the project is “just 
another ill-advised, expensive gov- 
ernmental business adventure and 
that its consummation and opera- 
tion would be disastrous to the 
country, further diminish the fi- 
nance of American railroads, and 
be inimical to the best interests of 
American labor.” 

The enormous cost of the en- 
terprise, and its comparatively lim- 
ited scope of benefits, give sound 
reason for doubt of its advisability 
as a governmental project. The 
necessary outlay for its completion 


is estimated at $800,000,000, and 
the direct benefits from its opera- 
tion would accrue only to a com- 
paratively few of the interests ex- 
isting along the shores of the 
Great Lakes. 

Another argument against the 
waterway is that it would be open 
only eight months of the year, 
being blocked by ice during the 
four winter months. During those 
months recourse to rail transporta- 
tion of freight would be necessary, 
resulting in an annual switching 
about of shipping methods certain 


to result in confusion and delay. 

If the waterway could be devel- 
oped on a sound financial basis, 
with its own future revenues guar- 
anteeing the payment of the prin- 
cipal and interest on the original 
investment, it might be considered 
as a worth-while project.

There isn’t a single government in 


Europe which has succeeded in break- |;

“Young people should not go 
because they come under the spell of 
gypsy life. It is like a dream that 
haunts them until they go back and 
live with the gypsy tribe. Many Rus- 
sian boys have disappeared that way 
in the past!”

Baptists 


In Soviet Russia. 


Of all the stian sects in Rus- 
sia, the Baptists are really the only 
ones who make appreciable progress, 
in spite of the fact that the govern- 
ment is anti-religious. The simplici- 
ty of the Baptist service, the absence 
of an ecclesiastical hierarchy seems 
to exercise a strong appeal on the 
Russian peasants. 

Going to a meeting place, discuss- 
ing some evangelical text and then 
simply going home with the intention 
to live by the precepts of Christ. does 
not arouse the opposition § of the 
regime as much as the thought of a 
powerful organization like the offi- 
cial orthodox church once was in 
czarist days. Orthodoxy, it should 
not be overlooked, was so intimately 
interwoven with czarist outocracy that 
it is considered like a political enemy, 
or as a potential counter-revolution- 
ary force, 

On the other hand, people who 
merely try to live a Christian life, 
without at the same time organizing 
a corporate body with officers and 
by-laws and community isolation. are 
not considered enemies. I do not 
mean that religion is encouraged, but 
quiet, unostentatious Christian wor- 
ship as practiced hy the Baptists is 
looked upon with indulgence and not 
with hatred. The old orthodox church 
of the czars, 1 am afraid, meant some- 
thing entirely different than religion 
to the lower classes of the population 
in the Russia of former days.

Health Talks

BUNION IS IN THE FOOT, NOT 
ON IT. 


Bunion is an internal derangement 
or deformity of the foot and is as 
irremovable as is congenital disloca- 
tion of the hip. It is futile to apply 
a remedy to the,union and hope it 
will bring about a cure. 

The deformity consists in a devia- 
tion of the great toe outward toward 
the other toes, and this unnatural po- 
sition in time produces partial dis- 
location at the metatarso-phalangeal 
joint, with thickening or enlargement 
of the head of the metatarsal bone 
and chronic inflammation of the bursa 


pad over the joint. In some cases 
this bursa becomes infected and sup-_ 


purates., 
Footwear that crowds the forefoot 
and forces the great toe out of its 


natural straight position causes bun- 
ion. The special faults to be avoided 
are pointed soles, short shoes, and 
shoes narrower across the ball of the 
foot than the bare foot is when bearing 
the weight of the body. An affecta- 
tion formerly taught but now regard- 
ed as ridiculous, that is, toeing out, 
probably contributed toward the de- 
velopment of bunion. Anyhow it 1s 
always best to toe in, if anything, 
at least to avoid toeing out in any 
circumstance. Toeing out favors not 
only bunion but pronation of the feet 
and falling of the arch. 

The soreness or pain of bunion may 
be relieved by painting the swelling 
with tincture of iodin, but this should 
not be repeated in less than a week | 
or more. When there is a lighting up| 
of the inflammation apply large com- 
presses or thick folds of gauze (cheese- 
cloth) and keep’ these compresses 
moistened constantly with witch hazel 
alcohol or cologne water, all night. 

Nothing but a radical operation will 
cure bunion. Usually the bursa is 
removed and a_ portion of the en- 
larged head of the metatarsal bone is 
trimmed off, the dislocation reduced, 
and the foot placed in a_ suitable 
splint for two weeks. Such an op- 
eration does not effect the patient's 
gait unless to improve it. 

One just training for bunion should 
become a crank about shoes—that is, 
insist on selecting the last you want 
and do not permit the shoe salesman 
’to influence your choice. The last 
you need has straight inside lines and 
reasonably wide rounded soles. Lines 
lengthwise bisecting sole and _ heel 
should meet at an angle. The idea 
is to favor toeing in. 

The less heel the better 
foot. If heels are worn, the wider 
the better. However, the girl who 
gives her doge a break by wearing. 
sensible shoes ordinarily may step out,

NEW YORK. Sept. 1.—-(#)—Sam- 
lel Seabury declared tonight ‘that 
Mayor James’ J.-Walker’s resignation 
in the face of charges he termed “fully 
proved” was “equivalent to a confes- 
sion of guilt.” 

“All I care to say tonight,” said 
the counsel to the committee which 
investigated Walker’s official conduct, 
“is that the charges against the mayor 
were fully proved and corroborated 
in many instances by documentary 
evidence which was undisputed, and 
by the admissions of the mayor. 

“The mayor's resignation in the face 
of this record is equivalent to a con- 
fession of guilt. 7 

“No intelligent person will be mis-

“The governor announced he would 
not yield jurisdiction to the courts, 
which might restrain him from doin 
illegal acts levelled at me, unlawfu 
under long-settled prior decisions, 
even before the pronouncement of 
Justice Staley.

“He has so announced at a time 
when I am informed that if the rights 
which he denies to me were accorded 
the alleged charges would have to be 
dismissed.

Says Governor Biased. 

“T am told that I am without rem-

corresponding capacity on tle ground 
of bias. 

“This indefensible and lawless pur- 
pose of the governor has revealed it- 
self throughout the hearing.- He has 
not called upon the accusers, particu- 
larly Mr. Seabury, to produce any 
supporting proof. Despite declarations 
of fairness, he has been studiously un- 
fair. He has acted as a prosecutor, 
although the law requires that he be 
coldly neutral to both accuser and 
aceused and that he be an impartial 
judge. He has engaged in a_ three- 
cornered, futile cross-examination of 
my witnesses. He has exhibited dis- 
comfiture and displeasure as the un- 
proven charges have been disproved 
under his eyes by uncontradicted tes- 
timony. The burden of proof of my 
innocence has been cast-upon me by 
the governor's unlawful procedure, 

Denied Testimony. 

“He has denied me access to the 
record of the testimony taken in pri- 
vate hearings by Mr. Seabury, which 
record was paid for by public money 
and would be further disproof of the 
charges which he is prosecuting.

ROOSEVELT HAS. 
NOTHING TO SAY 


ALBANY, N. Y., Sept. 1—(#) 
Governor Roosevelt said he had “noth- 
ing at all to say” when informed to- 
night of the resignation of Mayor 
James J. Walker. 

At the.executive mansion, where 
earlier in the evening he had been go- 
ing over his plans for resuming the 
Walker ouster hearing tomorrow, the 
governor learned through the Associat- 
ed Press of Walker's withdrawal from 
office. 

He heard with interest Walker’s 
assertion that he had failed at the 
hearing before Mr. Roosevelt to re- 
ceive “even the elementary rights 
guaranteed to any defendant in a 
court of law,” and that he would sub- 
mit his case to the voters of New 
York city in running for re-election 
next fall. 

Walker's act meant the end of the 
spectacular hearing in the’ New York 
state “hall of governors,” where the 
mayor spent 12 days defending him- 
self against the 15 “conclusions” of 
Samuel Seabury. 

When word of Walker’s resignation 
came, Mr. Roosevelt was discussing 
campaign plans with James A. Far-

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FOODSTUFF PRICES 
SOAR IN MOSEL 


Populace Win Relief in} 
Housing Shortage Un-| 
der New Decree. 


BY EUGENE LYONS. 

MOSCOW, Sept. 1.—(UP)—The 
Moscow populace won a measure of 
government relief today in the capi- 
tal’s tragic housing shortage but 1m- 
mediately suffered a setback through 
a startling increase in foodstuff prices 
in the government closed shops, where 
costs normally are more reasonable. 


In some instances, the increase in 
prices of essential toodstuffs was more 
than 300 per cent. Eggs, formerly 10 
kopecks each, soared to 35 kopecks. 
Cheese, previously 5.3 rubles (nom- 
inally about $2.55). went up to 14 
rubles per kilogram (2.2 pounds). 
Cream prices rose from 3 rubles per 
kilogram to 4.50 rubles. 


The price of bread and several other 
staples did not change, although re- 
cently some food prices have gone up 
steadily. For instance, meat was 1.45 
rubles per kilogram several months 
ago, but is now 2.2 rubles. 

The housing problem was dealt 
with by-a government decree ordering 
an immediate cessation of “bureau- 
cratic and heartless treatment” of ten- 
anta. 

Under the new order the people will 
not be disturbed in their right to their 
living quarters only under extreme 
provocation. Tens of thousands of 
court cases about housing will be ,can- 
celled in favor of the present occu- 
pants, 

In assigning living space, the au- 
thorities were ordered never to put 
unacquainted persons of different 
sexes in the same room without con- 
sent of both parties. Such action had 
been a common procedure in the past. 


TRUCK ISSUE ARGUED 


BY ALABAMA SOLONS 


MONTGOMERY, Ala., Sept. 1.— 
(\—Two pictures of motor trucks 
were drawn for the judiciary commit- 
tee of the Alabama house of repre- 
sentatives today—one that trucka 
were a boon to agriculture, the other 
that they had contributed to pres- 
ent unemployment, particularly among 
railroad employes. 

The competition of trucks with 
railroads was during a hearing on 
two bills pending before the special 
session of the legislature to curb the 
use of trucks, one reducing the size 
of carriers, the other placing more 
restrictions and closer supervision 
over them. 

Representative Goode, of Wilcox, 
opposing the bills, told the commit- 
tee “if you cripple the most impor- 
tant industry in Alabama, I would 
say do not draw only truck bills. 
When you regulate trucks you are af- 
fecting agriculture.” He contended 
the pending bills would cripple the 
dairying industry. Arguments. aiso 
were advanced that truck owners 
would incur a heavy loss in meeting 
requirements of the bills. 

Trucks as the contributing cause to 
unemployment was the argument ad- 
vanced by Raymond FE. Thomason, of 
Birmingham, who said he represented 
5.000 employes and 5,000 unemplored 
railroad men in Jefferson county 
(Birmingham).
